Oct. 2$.—More than 
26 .Japanese warships were sunk or heavily damaged in the three-pronged battle of the 
Philippines, incomplete reports on the most crushing defeat ever administered the modem 
Nipponese navy disclosed today. 
Wreckage strewn waters marked the possible end of the Imperial fleet as a major 
obstacle in the path to the coasts of Japan and China, and probably shortened the Pacific 
war by months. 
Combined reports of Adm Chester VV. Nimitz and Gen. Douglas M acArthur on 
the three major engagements involving the bulk of the Japanese fleet listed these known 
results:
